SUMMARY: PRIME MINISTER MARIO SOARES AND DELEGATION DEPARTED 
DEC 14 ON A SEVEN DAY VISIT TO BRAZIL. SOARES WILL SEEK THE PLACEMEN 
T 

OF AFRICAN RETURNEES, AN INCREASE IN TRADE AND THE RETURN OF 
PORTUGUESE TECHNICIANS. BUT. THE PRINCIPAL FOCUS WILL BE ON 
IMPROVING CORRECT BUT COOL RELATIONS WHICH HAVE EXISTED SINCE 
THE 1974 COUP. END SUMMARY. 

1. SOARES DEPARTS FOR BRAZIL: PRIME MINISTER 
MARIO SOARES DEPARTED DEC 14 FOR A SEVEN DAY VISIT 
TO BRAZIL. IN HIS DEPARTURE COMMENTS HE DENIED 
RECENT ALLEGATIONS HE INTENDED TO MEET WITH 
PORTUGUESE "CAPITALISTS" NOW LIVING IN BRAZIL, 

NOTING HE WOULD CONTACT MEMBERS OF THE PORTUGUESE 
COMMUNITY IN AN EFFORT TO ENCOURAGE PORTUGUESE 
TECHNICIANS TO RETURN. RESPONDING TO LEFTIST 
DEMANDS THAT SOARES RAISE THE POLITICAL PRISONER 
ISSUE, THE FOREIGN MINISTRY STATED THAT PORTUGAL 
HAS NO INTENTION OF INTERFERING IN INTERNAL 
BRAZILIAN AFFAIRS. 

2. PORTUGUESE DELEGATION: SOARES DELEGATION 
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DEFENSE MINISTER LTC FIRMINO MIGUEL, STATE 
SECRETARY FOR CULTURE DAVID MOURAO FERREIRA, 

CABINET SECRETARY VITOR CUNHA REGO, NATIONAL 
CIVIL ENGINEERING LABORATORY DIRECTOR MANUEL 
ROCHA, CULTURAL INSTITUTE VICE PRESIDENT JOSE 
AUGUSTO FRANCA, NATIONAL INSTITUTE OF SCIENTIFIC 
INVESTIGATION PRESIDENT MILLER GUERRA, GULBENKIAN 
FOUNDATION PRESIDENT AZEREDO PERDIGAO, SOCIALIST 
DEPUTY AND "A LUTA" EDITOR RAUL REGO, AND CENTER 
DEMOCRAT DEPUTY AND SOCCER STAR ANTONIO SIMOES. 

3. ECONOMIC AGENDA: THE PORTUGUESE WILL SEEK 
BRAZILIAN AGREEMENT TO ACCEPT A SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER 
OF RETURNEES FROM THE AFRICAN COLONIES. AN EFFORT 
WILL BE MADE TO INCREASE COMMERCIAL RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES, BUT THESE RELATIONS - NEVER 
SUBSTANTIAL IN RECENT YEARS - HAVE LIMITED 
PROSPECTS. BRAZIL CAN BE EXPECTED TO RAISE A 

NUMBER OF OUTSTANDING DISPUTES INVOLVING BRAZILIAN 
INVESTORS. 

4. POLITICAL AGENDA: SOARES MAIN INTEREST IS IMPROVING 
RELATIONS, WHICH HAVE BEEN CORRECT BUT COOL SINCE THE APRIL 
1974 COUP. DURING THIS PERIOD SOARES SOUGHT TO MAINTAIN GOOD 
RELATIONS WITH BRAZIL, AND AS FOREIGN MINISTER AFTER THE 1974 
COUP HE AGREED TO ASSIGNMENT OF BRAZILIAN AMBASSADOR FONTOURA 
TO LISBON, DESPITE FONTOURA'S CONTROVERSIAL PAST AS DIRECTOR OF 
NATIONAL INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. SOARES IS ANXIOUS TO RESTORE 
CLOSE ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL TIES, DEMONSTRATE 

THAT BRAZIL DOES NOT OPPOSE THE SOCIALIST 
GOVERNMENT, AND MAKE A STEP TOWARDS RESTORATION OF 
THE SOLIDARITY OF THE PORTUGUESE-SPEAKING NATIONS. 
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
